Sensible Action. 

In "getting after the special interests/' the adnainistration, as we 
told you yesterday, sought to reach the Trolley company by itrikiog at 
the Gas conpaoy. 

It did this by adopting the recent ordinance providing fur a I^O,- 
000 bond-issue for the purpose of establishing a municipal gas-distribu- 
tion system and electric lighting ;)lant. 

The administration knew — or ought to have known — that $50,000 
woald not even have started work on Inch a schema. 

It also knew that it coald not have secored a sapply of natural gas. 

Also it knew that we were about ready to announce lower electric 
rates and the fact that we had succeeded in completing arrangements to 
bring in natural gas in the Spring. 

If it didn't know these tbintjs, it could easily have ac^^uired the in- 
formation, as the matters were freely talked about. 

However, we incline to the belief, expressed in former Talks, that 
it was fully informed and that the ordinance was adopted for political 

effect. . i. I J 

At its next regular meeting, after tlu; adoption of the ordiuance. 

the Council rescinded its Hction in this re^ar l. 

Now, presuniinti; - meroly for tlu; sake of artgumeat — that the ad* 
ministration had any idea it could carry the ordinance at the com* 
ing election'^ 

It really did a surprisingly sensible thing in withdrawing the ordi- 
nance. 

We|have told you that mimioipiUy o,)orate'l lighting plantn are not a 

success. For one reason, politics invariably enters into their operation, 

to the exclusion of the e.\pert technical knowledge and service that n;n 

absolute reqoiremenU in the proper conduct of a lighting plant — either 

gas or electric. , ' 

Another thing: Under municipal ownership and operation of a 

ligUtiOg plant, the taxpayer tokes all of the risk. None of it comes on 

the city administration. If electric consumers are promised lower rates 

by a municipal plant and go ahead and build it, then, almost invariably, 

the plant does not pay expenses and the taxpayer baa lu make up the 

diflereuco. It ambnnts always to paying twice and sometimes three and 

four times for eervioe.
